The 
line of march was headed by the Ar­ 
lington band. 
The Rushville and An­ 
dersonville bands also made the trip 
and were in the parade. 
The special 
train will leave Indianapolis tonight 
at 12 o’clock.

Definite action was taken by the

Furniture company asking for an-< 
nexation and the extension of w’ater 
mains were read. Both petitions had 
been on file for several weeks and a 
heated discussion followed the read­ 
ing of the 
petitions. 
Councilman 
Parsons stated that lie had made a 
thorough investigation and there was 
every reason in the world why the 
city should not annex the territory 
and only one why they should. 
The 
one reason be said was that Rush­ 
ville need* the factory’. 
Dr. Parsons in giving his 
views 
said, “The streets and alleys of Bel­ 
mont and the addition to Belmont do 
not correspond to those of Rushville. 
The lots are 30 fe'et shorter and the 
streets are 16 feet narrower, making 
none of the streets join evenly7 with 
those of this city’. 
This is the only 
addition that ever asked to get iii 
that ever had streets different and 
lots that were not the regulation city 
lot. The promoters, who first platted 
Belmont did so evidently* without re­ 
gard to Rushville, the only tiling re- 
sembling Rushville is that they7 stole 
the names of the streets. 
This ad­ 
dition if taken iii the way it stands 
now would be an eyesore to the city.” 
Continuing, 
Dr. 
Parsons 
said: 
“There is another matter to take into 
consideration and that is the exten­ 
sion of water mains if the territory 
is annexed. 
The factory* asks for an 
eight-inch main. 
To give them an 
eight inch' main would mean an ex­ 
penditure of $5000 as we would have 
to lay the main up 
Perkins 
street 
from Eighth street. 
This 
$5,000 
would have to be included in the ap­ 
propriation and the present tax levy 
would not reach it unless we raise it. 
The city would get about $450 in 
taxes fro mthe factory* and-that not 
until 1013. 
These figures I obtained 
from comparing the 
Park factory 
with this one.” 
Councilman Newhouse 
said

since the city w^s always ready to 
welcome new factories and since this 
one is backed by local capital they 
should have fire protection no matter 
what the cost.

“ Kill all you can now and the next 
summer’s supply will be diminished 
by many thousands. 
The fly 
goes 
through the winter in one of the two 
.states. 
A few hibernate, and all are 
busy laying the eggs fo r next year’s 
supply. 
In either case the more you 
kill now the f elver there will be to 
commence business iii the spring. And 
when you consider that a fly will lay 
one hundred and twenty 
eggs iii 
a 
season, you will ^.complish much if 
you head one fly off now. 
“ This is the season of the year 
when the housefly comes in out of the 
cold and warms his feet on your bald 
head and it is easier to get at him, 
and while he or his mate will eventu­ 
ally die of the cold, or of old age be­ 
fore Christmas, it is the work of pro­ 
viding for next year’s brood that you 
want to interfere with. 
And you can 
help in this by killing every fly that 
yon meet right now. 


“Nine flies out of 
ten you 
meet 
were born in a barn. 
The stable is 
the birthplace of the 
fly, but* any 
filth will do. 
Destroy, cover up, or 
treat with lime all filth from day to 
day a s it accumulates, kill all the 
flies you can with fly paper, poison, 
fly killers, traps, etc., and ii nothing 
else is handy use a club, unless the 
fly is on some one’s bald head.

plant corn next year than ever be­ 
tire . 
A s a result of slight careless­ 
ness on the part of many farm ers 
their crop of corn this fall will not 
be up to what it should be. 
The farm ers have come to the con­ 
clusion they will save considerable 
money on each acre of corn planters 
before using them and remedy any 
deficiency before starting to plant. 
By doing this rimy will also save 
time. The >ize of the plate to be used 
is one of the nm.-t important points 
on a corn planter. 


It is the claim of local hardware 
merchants that few farm ers realize 
the extreme importance iii testing the 
corn planter to ascertain which will 
be the best plate to use. Upon.a rainy 
day in the spring, the farm er could 
not >pend him time to any better a d ­ 
vantage than by testing 
his 
corn 
planter. 
The average planter is p r o ­ 
vided with five sizes of plates. 
Of 
these, the average farm er will use 
two, or perhaps three sizes. 
A simple and effective test may be 
made by the fo llo w in g methods:

Reports 
were received here that the towns of 
Mier, Sanignacio, Edinburg and Guer­ 
rero have been captured by Magonis- 
tas. 
It is claimed that most of the 
men comprising these rebel bands 
were recruited on the Texas side of 
the river. 
It is known that Maderist 
soldiers and federal troops are being 
rapidly sent from Monterey and Mata- 
mores into the turbulent border i 
gion. 
The suddenly growing strength 
of the Magonista movement gives rise 
to the report that it is being financed 
by the element to which Diaz be­ 
longed. 
In the more southern portion of the 
republic 
the 
situation 
is 
growin 
worse, according to telegrams from 
various points in the states of More­ 
los and Puebla. 
It is stated that Juan Andrew Alma­ 
i n , who recently joined forces with 
the bandit Zapata now has 15,000 
armed men at his 
disposal in the 
states of Morelos, Puebla, Guerrero 
and Tlaxcala. 
Almazan is an ardent 
supporter of Gomez for president. 
An incipient revolution is reported 
from Yucatan. 
A band of about 150 
armed men started from Progresso on 
a raiding expedition toward Meria. 
Their first serious encounter was at 
Santa Elena, in the district of Tioul. 
Here they attacked a hacienda, and 
after robbing the place of everything 
of value that they could carry off, they 
set fire to the buildings. 
The admin­ 
istrator and a number of peons on the 
place attempted a defense and in the 
fight which took place, a number were 
killed and wounded.

The premier says that 
the government will restore normal 
conditions at whatever price. 
The situation is the worst in the 
province of Valencia.

From Commodore Benedict and Oth­ 
er Officers of the Gas Company, a 
Small Stockholder Declares the Offi­ 
cers Had Devised a Scheme to Gob­ 
ble Up the Stock. 


New York, Sept. 20.—In behalf of 
herself and other stockholders of the 
company, Adelaide E. Heuel has filed 
a suit in the supreme court to re­ 
cover $500,000 from Commodore E. C. 
Benedict? and others, and for a receiv­ 
er of the Indianapolis Gas company, of 
which Commodore Benedict is vice 
president. 
Among 
other 
defend­ 
ants 
named 
are 
Frank 
H. 
Hast­ 
ings, president of the gas company; 
Edward Beers, the treasurer, and Mar­ 
tin J. Quinn, one of the directors. The 
complaint asks also that the defend­ 
ants be restrained from diverting the 
funds of the gas company, and from 
refusing to pay a dividend *to the 
stockholders. 
The plaintiff .gays that prior to 1900 
she became the owner of 349 shares 
of gas stock. 
The company is incor­ 
porated for $2,000,000, and its annual 
gross receipts have been over $700,000. 
The office is at SO Broadway, where 
Commodore Benedict and his asso­ 
ciates also conduct a banking and 
brokerage business. 
All the officers 
and directors of the gas company with 
the exception of the secretary, are as­ 
sociated with or in the employ of the 
defendant Benedict in the banking 
business, the complaint states. 
The complaint states that Mr. Hast­ 
ings has been president since 1900 and 
that he is related to Commodore Bene­ 
dict, having married the latter’s niece. 
For years he was Commodore Bene­ 
dict’s secretary and is subservient to 
his 
will, it is alleged. 
Treasurer 
Beers is also related to the defendant 
Benedict by marriage, while the de­ 
fendant Quinn is his business partner. 
The complaint states that Benedict. 
Hastings, Beers and Quinn control the 
majority of the board of directors of 
the gas company and that for more 
than ten years they have owned up­ 
ward of one-half the stock and con­ 
trolled more. 
The defendant Bene 
dict had a bylaw passed creating an 
executive committee with full powers 
of the directors, which was appointed 
by President Hastings, and of which 
he was a member. 
The plaintiff says that until 1901 the 
company paid a dividend regularly, but 
that in 1905 the defendants, having a 
majority of the stock, conspired to pos­ 
sess themselves of all the property of 
the company by a device to discourage 
the minority stockholders and increase 
the indebtedness by having additional 
bonds issued and sold to themselves 
In order to depress the market price 
of shares, so they could be purchased 
by the defendants at a nominal price. 
It is alleged that the defendants 
spent the earnings of the company and 
diverted them from the stockholders, 
and to avoid payment of dividends, 
made unnecessary expenditures. 
Al­ 
though the company has accumulated 
earnings which might well be distrib­ 
uted to stockholders, the defendants 
have refused to declare dividends, and 
Commodore Benedict has had the com­ 
pany obtain large loans from his bank­ 
ing firm at excessive rates of inter­ 
est. 
The directors voted the defend­ 
ant Benedict $250,900 <?n g clai/n which 
had no fqqndation, it is stated. 
The plaintiff says further that the 
company has been compelled to pay 
an exorbitant rental for sharing the 
Benedict offices, and the defendants 
have received unlawful sums to a large 
amount, which the plaintiff believes to 
be at least $500,000, “for all of which, 
in equity and good conscience they 
should account for and make restltu 
tion to the defendant company and its 
stockholders.”
